T h e r e i s no d o ubt but what the 
immense a m o un t of criminal costs 
that are allowed by the state a ud i ­ 
tor every year are entirely too high, 
says the St. J oseph H e ra ld , whose 
editor.

powerless 10 c o r re c t the evil, be ­ 
cause he has to respect the certifi­ 
cate of the clerk of each county .

A supervision of the prison is of it­ 
self a job of conside rable m a g n i ­ 
tude. 
Criticism on the present law 
is

im poses the duties of 
prison inspec tion on the auditor, 
tre asurer a nd attorney general, who 
have their time so m uc h occupied 
with o ther m a tte rs that they c a n n o t

Mr. H a r r i s o n ’s bill em pow ers the 
inspec tors to he a r and g ra n t appli­ 
cations for pa rd o n . This of itself is 
an o n e ro us d uty a nd could not be 
d isc ha rg e d at four meetings a y ear. 
T he bill also requires the in s pe c ­ 
tors to pe rfo rm the duties of a p­ 
praisers of the prison, a task that 
requires six or eight weeks.

Stone and others familiar with the 
penitentiary favor the a ppo i n t m e n t 
of a bo a rd of inspec tors with powers 
n a m e d in Mr. H a r r i s o n ’s measure, 
and no d o ubt it can be a m e n d e d so 
as to meet approval.
